To  the  Inhabitants  of  Bradley  : 

In  accordance  with  law  and  custom  we  submit  a  report  of  the  schools. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  state  in  general  terms  that  the  schools  have  been 
prosperous,  and  that  fair  advancement  has  been  made. 

We  shall  not  enter  into  any  discussion  in  regard  to  the  merits  or  defects 
of  any  particular  school. 

We  cannot  forbear,  however,  calling  your  attention  to  the  winter  Free 
High  School  which  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Brown.  We  were  very 
much  pleased  with  the  school,  and  regret  that  it. has  not  had  more  visitors  so 
that  each  might  see  for  himself  the  fine  work  that  has  been  done  there. 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  been  much  more  comfortable  and  pleasant  to 
the  scholars  and  teachers,  by  reason  of  the  fine  new  school-houses,  and  we 
congratulate  you,  fellow  citizens,  on  the  improved  condition  of  your  school 
buildings.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL,  (Course  of  four  years.) 

FIRST  YEA  11. 

Reading,  Lippincott's  Fourth  Reader;  Spelling,  Swinton's  Word  Book 
Arithmetic,  Greenleaf 's  New  Intellectual  ;  Greenleaf's  New  Practical  Gram 
mar;  Harvey's  English  Course;  Geography,  Harper's  School  Geography 
Writing. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Reading,  Lippincott's  Fifth  Reader;  Spelling,  Swinton's  Word  Book; 
Arithmetic,  Greenleaf's  New  Intellectual,  Greenleaf 's  New  Practical ;  Gram- 
mar, Harvey's  English  Course ;  Geography,  Harper's  School  Geography. 
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THIRD  YEAR. 

Reading,  Lippincott's  Fifth  Reader  ;  Spelling,  Swinton's  Word  Book;  Arith- 
metic, Greenleaf's  New  Practical;  Algebra,  Greenleaf's  Now  Elementary; 
Grammar,  Harvey's  English  Course;  Geography,  Warren's  Physical  ;  Compo- 
sition and  Declamation  once  in  two  weeks. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Reading,  Barnes1  History  of  the  United  States;  Spelling,  Swinton's  Word 
Book;  Geography,  Warren's  Physical;  Algebra,  Greenleaf's  as  far  as  Loga- 
rithms; Analysis,  Cutter's ;  Physiology,  Steele's;  Composition  and  Declamation 
once  in  two  weeks  ;  Elective  studies,  Book  Keeping,  Geometry,  Natural  Phil- 
osophy. 

SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

CARE  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

Teachers  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  rooms,  entries 
grounds  and  out-buildings  of  their  several  schools,  reporting  to  the  S.  S.  Com- 
mittee any  damage  or  defacement  which  they  may  sustain. 

'  TIME  OP   OPENING  THE  ROOMS. 

All  the  school  rooms  should  be  open  and  the  teachers  present,  fifteen  min- 
utes before  the  time  prescribed  for  the  commencement  of  each  session. 

VENTILATION. 

Teachers  shall  see  that  the  school  rooms  are  properly  ventilated,  the  win- 
dows being  thrown  open  during  recess  and  that  the  temperature  be  maintain- 
ed at  a  proper  standard. 

OMISSIONS  OF  STUDIES . 

No  pupil  of  any  school  shall  be  excused  from  any  study  or  exercise  of  the 
regular  course,  unless  special  permission  is  granted  by  the  committee. 

TARDINESS  AND  ABSENCE. 

For  tardiness  and  absence,  the  teacher  shall  require  a  written  excuse  from 
the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in  default  of  it,  may  inflict  such  penalty  as  the 
committee  may  approve. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  annual  examination  of  all  the  schools  shall  take  place  as  near  the  close 
of  the  school  year  as  may  be  convenient.  Pupils  will  be  examined  at  the 
close  of  each  term,  before  entering  any  higher  grade. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  by  the  committee  at  the  annual  examination,  to 
such  members  of  the  graduating  class  as  have  competed  the  prescribed  course 
of  study  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination. 

MORAL  INFLUENCES. 

The  teachers  should  exercise  a  guardianship  over  those  entrusted  to  their 
care  and  endeavor  to  inculcate  principles  of  kindness,  truthfulness,  purity, 
industry,  frugality  temperance. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say,  the  interest  shown  by  scholars,  and  the  whole 
people  of  Bradley,  makes  the  future  of  the  schools  look  very  promising. 

We  thank  you  for  the  many  favors  and  courtesies  we  have  received  at  your 
hands,  and  now  bid  you  adieu.  Hoping  the  schools  may  always  prosper,  and 
give  three  cheers  for  the  good  Old  Flag  that  is  soon  to  wave  over  the  Village 
school  grounds.
